General  opinion  among  these 
students  is  that  more  serious 
study  is  accomplished  by  tne 
married  men.  Paul  Schoenbew,

Mr.  Stowe  listed  as  the  three 
great  American  diplomatic  mis¬ 
takes  of  the  present  day  the  re¬ 
fusal  of  this  country  to  accept  Rus¬ 
sia  as  a  great  power,  misuse  of  the 
atomic  bomb  and  what  he  called 
the  intemperate,  disastrous  folly 
of  the  Truman  doctrine. 

‘You  can’t  talk  big  un- 

_ s  you  have  something  to  back  it 

up,”  explained  the  speaker  in  re¬ 
ferring  to  the  lack  of  American 
resources  to  block  Communism  all 
over  the  world. 

Emphasizes  Importance. 

Emphasizing  the  importance  of 
western  Europe  in  the  coming 
days,  Mr.  Stowe  urged  his  listen¬ 
ers  to  remember  the  great  scienti¬ 
fic  ideas  that  were  given  only  by 
western  Europe. 

A  remarkably  frank  man,  Mr. 
Stowe  was  not  sparing  in  his  ad¬ 
verse  criticisms  of  Russia,  in  spite 
of  what  one  might  consider  his 
favorable  attitude  toward  that 
country.  He  condemned  the  Sov¬ 
iet  practice  of  breaking  agree¬ 
ments  and  of  looting  defeated  na¬ 
tions,  as  well  as  the  50-50  com¬ 
pany  plans  in  Russian  satellites. 

Comparison  of  the  Truman  doc¬ 
trine  and  the  Marshall  plan  was 
expressed  in  Mr.  Stowe's  state¬ 
ment,  “If  only  Harry  had  kept  his 
mouth  shut"  and  waited  for  the 
Marshall  plan."  Mr.  Stowe  said 
that  the  Palestine  situation  re¬ 
mains  one  of  the  greatest  chal¬ 
lenges  of  American  democracy.

Liemohn  Here  Since  ’37. 

In  the  fall  of  '37,  Dr.  Edwin 
Liemohn  came  to  Wartburg,  and 
from  that  time  until  today.  Dr. 
Liemohn  has  worked  to  build  the 
Wartburg  a  cappella  choir. 

Each  fall,  as  Wartburg  opens 
ts  doors,  competition  runs  high 
to  be  accepted  into  the  choir. 
Only  a  limited  number  of  50 
members  can  be  accepted,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Dr.  Liemohn.  He  states  that 
'  quality,  blending  and  a  good 
:  of  pitch  are  the  things 
which  are  judged  as  each  com¬ 
petitor  gives  an  audition.  Even 
those  who  are  accepted  into  the 
choir  have  to  keep  on  their  toes, 
or  they  may  lose  out  the  follow¬ 
ing  year  if  a  better  chorister  pre¬ 
sents  himself.  Each  year  there 
is  a  50  per  cent  turnover  in  the 
membership. 

IVIiles  of  Touring. 

In  the  12  years  of  touring,  the 
Wartburg  choristers  have  traveled 
many  miles — as  far  west  as  Ft. 
Collins,  Col.;  as  far  east  as 
Youngstown,  Ohio,  and  as  far 
north  as  Winnepeg,  Canada.  Next 
summer  the  choir  will  make  a 
second  tour  for  this  year,  which 
tour  will  take  the  group  to  the 
Pacific  ocean.
